them by orators cannot move them in 
their last resting place. These things 
cannot quicken their 
mute remains. 


They sleep on forever. The sacrifice of 
their lives has been consumed upon the 
altar of their country once for all who en- 
Joy the liberty of the laud. But we can 
place flowers upon their graves and thus 
show onr gratitude for the spirit of pa- 
triotism they showed. For the sacrifices 
they made for others. We can by such 
acts show that we appreciate the fact that 
we owe to he dead the liberties Ve enjoy. 
It is befitting that American citizens 
should engage in such devotion on Memo- 
rial Day remembering always that: this 
can only be done in a reverent spliit by 
the practice of snob things as are befitting 
a true spirit of patriotism. It cannot be 
done by engaging in games and contests 
and in sport. Memorial day should not 
be desecrated in any such way; aid it 
may be fairly doubted that any American 
citizen can Indulge in amusements that 
may justly be regarded as a deseciatlon of 
a solemn day, who appreciates tie fact 
that the very liberty he abases was ptn- 
ohased by tbe lives of men whose memo- 
Tie* hejloe* not revere. 


The Anti-Cigarette Bill. 


A vote in tbe state senate on a proposi- 


tion to order the committee to report tbe 
anti-cigarette bill developed the fact that 
nearly two-thirds of the members of tbe 
senate favor legislation unfriendly to the 
manufacture, sale and use of cigarettes. 
Under the rules of that body It required a 
two-thirds majority to order the bill out 
of the hands of the committee and there- 
fore tbe senate failed to have its own way 
on account of a rule behind which the 
committee in charge of the bill Is hiding. 
By the vote, however, it has been demon- 
strated that tbe senate is in favor of the 
passage of the bill but the committee, in 
defiance of tbe majority, assumes to block 
legislation on that subject. It is unfair 
that tbe majority should be-tbwarted in 
that way, and some means should be 
found to teach the committee that It is 
not the whole thing.

The delay in the senate in passing a 


protective tariff bill is costing tbe coun- 
try three million dollars a week and 
American labor is losing a demand for it 
on the same account. Antteipatinff the 
passage of d protective tariff bill Import- 
ers are flooding tbe country with goods 
under the low tariff Wilson law which has 
brought so much depression to tbe busi- 
ness of this country, by taking away 
from American worklngmen the manu- 
facturing which should be done at home, 
and creating a demand for labor In Eu- 
rope. Tbe delay In tbe passage of the 
tariff bill is caused by Democrats and 
other free e'lverltes to prevent as long as 
possible the return of a demand for labor 
and the consequent return of prosperity. 


It Is deplorable that men holding so 


responsible a position as that of United 
States senator should thus, at tbe ex- 
pense of labor, at t ho expense of the pros- 
perity of their own country, for the sake 
of their party organization, and tbe dead- 
ly heresy of free silver, lena themselves to 
eo cruel a scheme.

Every day 
that the tariff bill Is held back puts off 
the time when, under the new tariff, the 
demand for American labor will begin 
and every maa in the sonate who delays 
the passage of that bill Is working in the 
interest of European instead of American 
labor and should be held responsible for 
bis conduct when he and bis party again 
appeals to the people for their votes.

Formality ot tlie Conrte«lcn Between 


the- Ship ami the Shore. 


Among the other rules (whicli are 


practically international) governing sa- 
lutes between a vessel and a iport, are 
that no salute may be fired between 
sunset and sum-ise, the usual hours be- 
ing1 betuien eight a. m. and sunset, and 
that, unless required by international 
courtesy, there shall be no saluting on 
Sunday. A ship displays at the main 
\\hen saluting the Hag of the nation to 
which she is extending the courtesy, 
end flies the national ensign of her own 
countrv at the rear mast or from the 
mizzen" yard. Vessels of the United 
States navy do not salute United States 
ports. 


If a ship arrives at a foreign port 


after sunset, as in the case of the 
French gun vessel 'Fulton, when she 
came into the Narrows at ten o'clock 
the other night, the salutes are fired 
the first thing the next morning. 


There is also a strict code governing 


the exchange of calls of courtesy be- 
tween the officers of A ship visiting a 
foreign port end the officers of the mil- 
itary or naval posts situated there. A« 
soon a« a foreign ship has anchored in 
this harbor a "suitable officer" Is seat 
fiom the Brooklyn navy yard and

of assistance" — in reality 'formal 
greetings from this country to the 
visiting representatives ot another. 
This courtesy is immediately returned 
by a call from the commander of the 
ship, or some one of his officers whom 
be may select, upon-the commandirig 
officer at the navy yard and at Govern- 
or's Island. These, ngain, must return 
this call within 24 hours (the outside 
limit of time within which all official 
visits of the sort must be paid), thus 
maki-nsr a series of three visits between 
the snip and the port. 
Whether the 


calls on either side shall be paid by the 
commanders in person or by deputies 
depends upon the respective ranks of 
the former. As a. general rule the offi- 
cer in lower rank must always pay tt>e 
first call upon a superior. In. sending 
a deputy, an officer is selected for the 
duty whose rank corresponds as near- 
ly as possible with that of the one upon 
whom he is to call. .To make a general 
statement, it may be said that flag-offi- 
cers and commodores may expect a re- 
turn visit in person from foreign gov- 
ernors and other high civil, military 
and diplomatic officials. Other com- 
manding officers of ships may expect 
return visits to be made by an aid-de- 
camp, or other suitable officer desic- 
cated for that purpose.—N. Y. Tribunt.

pupils; at least, those are the figures 
pivc-n in the biennial report issued by 
Mrs. A. J. Peavy, the superintendent of 
public instruction of that common- 
wealth. 
Thirty-odd thousand of tlnese 


pupils do not regularly attend school, 
and there may possibly be a reason ior 
that, inasmuch as in the some report 
Mrs. Peavy presents some excellent 
pictures of most of the public schools 
of the slate. 


In Colorado, probably as much as in 


any of the western states, it is not al- 
ways handy for young people to go a 
great, distance to attend to their intel- 
lectual training, and, owing to certain 
financial considerations, the schools 
cannot be maintained where there are 
only a few taxpayers! scattered over a 
considerable area. 


It must not be understood that Col- 


orado children lave to secure their 
learning in the open, air and under the 
blue skies of heaven, for in eiery coun- 
ty in the state there is at least one pub- 
lic sohoolhousc, but such buildings as 
they are mig-ht frig-Men the -wits out 
of the ordinary schoolmarm of 
the 


more thickly populated east. In many 
portions of the state money has been 
lavishly expended for modern school 
buildings, but in some of the outlying 
districts the schools in which tine 
pioneers had their children taug-ht to 
read and write still hold the fort. It 
is expected that in a few years all this 
will have been changed, and that the 
peculiar dug-outs and stockade build- 
ings will have been superseded by 
school buildings with every modern 
convenience. 


A few years ago, with the exception 


of the large cities or towns, where peo- 
ple were more 
heavily taxed, the 


school buildings consisted mostly of 
either dugouts or log hu>ts. Many of 
(he log houses are still scattered over 
tbe statfe, and there is still standingthe 
first one erected within the bonders of 
what is now the state. This one is in 
Monte-aima county, and in the light of 
modern arrangements is looked upon 
as a veritable relic. It consists of a-log 
house with four windows and one 
door, the windows now 'having panes of 
glass, something they did not have 
when the house was first erected. But 
the most curious feature of tbe old- 
timer is the stockade which runs en- 
tirely around the building. It is made 
of logs with their endis stuck in the 
rrrifmid. and here and there holes have 
been cut through the solid logs, leav- 
ing a place where the school-teacher 
and pupils could poke the muzzles of 
their guns and shoot down the Indians, 
who were then practically in possession 
of the territory. The stockade served 
lorg nnd well as a protection against 
the savages.—St. Louis Republic.

Most of the soldiers' 
graves are in private lots or scattered In 
different parts of the cemetery but about 
seventy of them are In tbo G. A. B. lot. 
Over theae graves have been erected the 
headstones whioh are furnished by th» 
government. Almost all the graves have 
now been supplied and the old soldiers' 
lot is one of the' prettiest parts of the cem- 
etery. Graves of veterans at the Catholic 
cemetery wiU also be strewn with flowers.

The amount of flowers gathered for 


Decoration day this year by the G. A. E. 
is larger than any previous year. The 
committee on flowers is composed of I. N. 
Martin, sr., chairman, J. C. Hane and 
Mrs. Effle B. Kennedy.
